Moffit the night 
Shaw, Ferrie and Lee Harv- 
ey Oswald allegedly plotted 
the President’s death. 

The Orleans Parish (coun- 
ty) Grand Jury Indicted Shaw 
for conspiracy in the case. 

Mrs. McMalnes told an 
Omaha newsman ;iast week 
she had been a friend of Rus- 
so and was known In New Or- 
leans at the time 'as Sandy 
Moffit. However, she denied 
attending a party at Ferrie's 
apartment in September, 
1963.
